at the rate of a quarter of a mil- 

lion dollars a minute. This 

pleasant little diversion lasted for 
about twenty minutes, at the end 

of which time over %5,500,000 

had been voted, While the time 

of the council devoted to the ac- 
tual passing of these money by- 
laws was short, of course the 
matters involved had all received 
many, many hours of considera- 

Uon at previous meetings, 

The question of whether 4 1-2 
or 5 per cent interest should be 
paid on the debentures was dis- 
posed of in short order. The 
mayor expressed himself as 
somewhat in favor of retaining 
the present rate of 4 1-2 per cent, 
as fixing a certain stafidard for 
Edmonton debentures. Ald. Liv- 
ingstone, however, dé@lared that 
in his opinion five per cert should 
be offered, as the city would have 
to come to Unis in time anyway. 
Ald, Lundy believed that it was a 
question that was as broad as it 
was long, A lower rate of in- 
terest would bring a lower price 
in the nmiarket, while a higher 
Fate would bring a correspond- 
ingly higher price. It was there- 
fore decided unanimously by the 
council that the 1913 issue of Ed- 
monton debentures should be at 
five per cent, 

During the discussion of the money 
by-laws, Ald, ast brought up the 
question as to what was to done 
with the commissioners’ report sub- 
mitted last week asking that $186,000 
be passed for the laying of a gas dis- 
tribution plant in the city. He 
thought that this money should be 
voted at once, Ald. Livingstone 
agreed with him, but a motion by 
these two gentlemen to that effect 
was overruled by a majority of the 
council in fayor of en amendment 
suggesting that the entire natural gas 
question should (be discussed at a spe- 
cial meeting of the council to be call- 
ed by the mayor Immediately after 
his return from his trip next week, 

Ald. East did not like the idea of 
Brodie's gas report being laid over 
repeatedly by the council, “I feel like 
moving a vote of censure on the al- 
dermen of this council,” he declared, 
“They seem to be very remiss in thelr 
idea of doing the public business, This 
question of ‘bringing natural gas to 
the city is of the utmost importance 
end, in my opinion, should be settled 
at once. 

When the by-law calling for some 
$600,000 for land purchases was be- 
ing passed provisionally, Ald. May 
signified his formal protest by leaving 
his chair, as this amount includes the 
monies spent in the purchase of land 
for the opening up and extension of 
Elizabeth street.

London, Jan. @8.—Ag a protest 
against the withdrawal of the fran- 
chise bill by the government, the suf- 
fragists resumed their militant tac- 
tics ton'ght. While a dep: lon, 
which the chancellor of the exchequ- 
er, David Lioyd-George, had refused 
to see until tomorrow morning, were 
trying to force their way into ‘parlia- 
ment against an overwhelming force 
of police and were feing placed un- 


der arrest tor resisting the officers, 
ether bands of women went through 
Whitehall breaking the windows of 


the government offices and 
Cockspur street, where the great plate 
glass windows in the establishments 
ef shipping companies were ruthlessly 
smashed. There were many collisions 
with the police, and the women were 
roughly handled. An attempt to duck 
four in a fountain at Trafalgar square 
was frugtrated by the police riding 
through the crowd. 

The women also visited Oxford, Re- 
gent and other streets in the shop- 
ping district, where similar damage 
Was done, Later, post boxes were at- 
tacked, qttantities of liquid being 
poured into them,

suffragists took. steps to bring ‘the 
case ‘before the. public by damaging 
property, Twenty-one women were 
arrested in the vicinity of the parlia- 
ment building, but were allowed out 
on bail after the house rose. Most of 
the police stations had one or more 
prisoners charged with destroying 
property, * 

The deinonstration in Whitehall was 
not so lurge as some of those pre- 
viously held, the force of police and 
a drenching rain militating against 
any great turnout. The wildest ex- 
citement prevailed, however, and be- 
sides protecting property and arrest- 
ing the women who engaged in win- 
dow smashing, or refused to move on 
when ordered, the police had the 
greatest difficulty in protecting the 
women from an unruly crowd of 
youths who gathered and hustled 
every woman wearing the suffragist 
colors,

* Among the injured are several wo- 
men and a six months’ old child, The 
deputy sheriffs and strikers collided 
on Hawkins avenue, one of the prin- 
cipal streets of Rankin, which adjoins 
this city. 

The county officers, armed with re- 
volvers and rifles, and the strikers, 
armed with revolvers and stones, bat- 
tled for one hour within an area of 
two street squares. The rioting and 
shooting ended when the deputy sher- 
if_s retreated within the fenee of the 
mill. 

The strike at the plant of the Am- 
erican Steel and Wire company, a sub- 
sidiary of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, started less than a week ago. 
The strikers are mainly foreigners, 
employed as laborers in the galvaniz- 
ing, shipping and fence wire depart- 
ments. They are paid at the rate of 
nineteen cents an hour, or $1.90 a day 
for ten hours, and are demanding 
thirty cents an hour. 


The first outbreak occurred last 
Saturday night when strikers and 
policemen of Rankin clashed, Nine 


persons were injured, a majority of 
them officers, Many shots were fired 
Without. effect, Sunday was quiet, 
owing to the presence of Sheriff Jud 
Bruff, of AHegheny county, with a 
large force of deputies, During Sat- 
urday night, ‘however, the strikers 
took possession of the hills surround- 
ing Rankin borough, building bonfires, 
Occasionally shots were directed to- 
ward the yards of the mills, Early 
Monday morning the deputy sheriffs 
cvispersed the strikers, extinguishing 
the fires, and Sheriff Bruff issued an 
crder closing all saloons. This was 
followed later by the probable fatal 
stabbing of a deputy sheriff, whose 
assailants escaped. 

Today Burgess J, Knox Milligah, of 
Rankin, issued a proclamation declar- 
ing the borough was in a state of riot, 
establishing a “dead line’ of three 
hundred yards around the plant, 
Warning all children from the streets 
and continuing the order to keep all 
saloons closed.

Yor instance, the police received 
the alarm at the station at 12.23 a.m. 
The exact time is important, because 
Detective Bailey, of the Bdmonton 
detachment of the Mounted Police, 
and Sergt. MecBrail, a mounted po- 
lice officer stationed at Stettler, were 
standing at the @orner of First and 
Jasper, just outside the bank, en- 
gaged in conversation, at 12.15, when 
they 1moved away. Up to that time 
no wNusual sounds proceeded from 
the bank, to their knowledge. If 
any shots had been fired before 12,15 
the mounted men must inevitably 
have heard them, 

Many Events in Short Time, 

Eight minutes, therefore, elapsed 
after the mounted men moved away 
from the spot before the alarm was 
sent in to the police station from 
the Windsor Hotel by Hugh Steele, 
the constable employed by the hotel. 
Taking for granted, therefore, that 
the supposed yeggmen did not begin 
perations until after the departure 
of the two mounted men from the 
spot, the following things happened 
iu those precious eight minutes;
